Monticello, N. Y., Feb. 11.—The 14- 
year-old daughter of Mrs. Kate Taylor, 
who is under arrest for the murder of 
her 
husband, 
Lafayette Taylor, at 
their hoiije near Centreville, on the 
night of January 25, told a horrible 
story oi' her mother's crime at the 
woman's trial here yesterday. 
The 
girl is the woman's daughter by a for- 
mer husband. 
She testified that her 
step-father came home drunk, and that 
she retired while he and her mother 
were quarreling.

Native» Were Compelled to Take to 


Cccoanut Tree« When Water Cov- 
trcd the Land—Survivon Destitute 


of Food, Shelter and Clothing. 
San Francisco, Feb. 9.—News of a 
feanul loss of life iu a 
destructive 
storm that swept over the South Soa 
Islands last month reached here yes- 
terday by the steamer Mariposa direct 
from Tahiti. 
The loss of life is esti- 
mated at 1.000 persons. 
On January 
13 last a huge tidal wave, 
accom- 
panied 
by 
a terriilc 
hurricane, 
at- 
tacked the Society Islands and 
the 
Tuoniotu 
group 
with fearful force, 
causing death and devastation never 
before equalled in a land of dreaded 
storms. 


The 
storm 
raped 
several 
days, 
reaching its maximum strength 
be- 
tween 
January 14 and January 16. 
From the meager details received at 
Tahiti up to the time the vessel sailed 
it Is estimated 
that 
1,000 of 
the 
islanders lost their lives. 
It Is feared 
that later advices will Increase this 
number. 


The first news of the disaster reach- 
ed Papeeta, Tahiti, January 26 by the 
schooner Eimeo. 
The captain of the 
schooner placed the latalitles at 500, 
The steamer Excelsior arrived at Pa- 
peeta the following day with 400 des- 
titute survivors. The captain of the 
Excelsior estimated the total loss of 
life to he SOO, 
On Hikuera 
Island, 
where 1.000 inhabitants were engaged 
in" pearl diving, nearly one-half were 
drowned. 
On an adjacent island 100 
more were washed out to sea. 


The number gf islands visited by the 
tidal wave is placed at 80. 
The sur- 
viving inhabitants are left destitute 
of food, shelter and clothing, all hav- 
ing been swept away by the storm. 


As the islands were barely 20 feet 
above sea level and were not sur- 
rounded by coral reefs, it was neeoa- 
sary for all the inhabitants to take to 
the 
cocoanut trees 
when the tidal 
wave began to cover the land. These 
trees grow to an immense height, many 
reaching an alUtude of 100 feet. 
All 
of the lower trees were covered by the 
raging seas which swept with pitiless 
force about and over them. 
The na- 
tives in the taller trees were safe un- 
til the cocoanut roots gave way. and 
then they too were swept out into the 
sea. 


The 400 survivors brought by the 
Excelsior to Papeeta gained the ship's 
side by swimming three and four miles 
from the tops of the cocoanut tree??. 
The Eimeo, though badly damaged by 
the storm, also brought off as many 
persons as could swim to her sides, 
she, like the Excelsior, being unable 
to run close to the shores because of 
the violence of the ocean swells, which 
continued to run abnormally high for 
a week after the tidal disturbances. 


The French government, upon re- 
ceipt of 
the disaster, took 
prompt 
measures to relieve the distressed dis- 
tricts and 
dispatched two 
warship^' 
with fresh water ai^d provisions. Tbi) 
Italian man-of-war Calabria accompaj/- 
led the French vessels on their errand 
of mercy. As the supply of fresh wa^^' 
ter and 
provisions 
was totally 
hausted by the storm, it Is fcai'ed tha^. ' 
mo.ny lives will be lost before the vo " 
lief ships can arrive. 
As far as i';; 
known, 
eight 
whitq 
people 
wer// 
among the drowned.

Firat Storm Period—This period is cen- 
tral oil tho 3rd, covering the Ist to the 6th. 
Winds will shift to easterly and poutherly, 
gyowing fitful and refltless as the period 
«ilvnnces, and from about the 3rd to the 
Gth, many storms will break forth with 
violence in various sections of the coun- 
tjy. 


Terrific rains will fall, accompanied with 
liml and heavy thunder, bringing a high 
l»ronieter and high gales, with great pro- 
bubility of late snow in the north and 
^eet. 
After the storm area has moved off 
to the east, a very low drop of teinpera- 
tuTo will follow, bringing frosts at night 
Iforthward and spreadlhg far toward the 
^ t and south, before the effects of the 
iMjxt storm i>eriod check the lx)real ten- 
tCency. 


Second S t o r m Period—Reactionary. 
t h e 8th, 9th and 10th are the central days 
©f this ixjriod. A return of storm condi- 
ttoTia will appear about the 8th, in rising 
thermometer, falling barometer, easterly 
to southerly winds and growing cloudi- 
KCfls. The fact is, a cycle of daily storms 
lor a number of successive days is quite 
pnjbable at this time. But decided dis- 
tarbances may be reasonably expected 
«bout the 9th to 10th, with electrical 
rtoins and high winds on and touching the 
30th.

Qrown in 3Ioxico hiicI in Imuuine Fr«m 


the Koll AVkcvU. 


The Federal Department of Agricul- 
.turé has Instructed the United States 
consular agent at Guadalajara, Mex- 
ico, to make a thorough investigation 
of the cotton tree which flourishes In 
that vicinity, and report fully to Wash- 
iugton. 
ll is evidently the object of 
the department to introduce the tree 
into this country, if possible. 


The cotton tree Is said to be a native 
of the State of Jalisco, which is one of 
the smaller divisions on the Pacific 
side of the neighboring republic. 
Ac- 
cording to Senor Hilarlo Cuevas, on 
whose hacienda near Lagos it is being 
scientifically cultivated, the plant be- 
gins bearing when five years old and 
continues to be productive for half a 
century or more. lu some instances a 
single tree has been known to produce 
as much as fifty pounds of cotton In 
one season, the fiber being very similar 
to that of the cotton plant and adapt- 
able to the same uses. 
It is Immune 
against the boll weevil and all other 
Insect pests, and under proper condi- 
tions the growing of it may be made 
immensely profitable. 


If the report on the tree warrant» 
such action the Department of Agri- 
culture will no doubt take prompt steps 
toward growing it in the cotton belt of 
this country. 
It is hardly likely that 
the cotton plant we all know so well 
will be supplanted, but as a part of the 
campaign against the boll weevil every- 
thing should be done which seems to 
tend toward Immunity from that perni- 
cious insect. It may be that the cotton 
tree wyi solve the problem.
